The magnolia of the 
Southern States was to be seen here 
and there, some in bloom.’ 

I was disappointed in one direction, 
viz: I expected to see more raisin-grape- | 
vineyards and apricot-orchards. In very 
extensive drives through the-settlement 
I saw neither vineyards “nor apricots to 
amount to anything, but everything was | 
orange, orange, orange. I was told, 
however, that the vineyards and apricot- 
‘orchards ‘were at the east and somtheast 
of Riverside, in which direction I did 
not proceed far.’

Some time ago I wrote you about the 
contemplated improvement of the Duarte 
main ditch. You are aware that although 
Duarte is west of San Gabriel river, yet 
she takes her irrigating water out from 
the east side of the river, and in run- 
ning it across the dry bed of the 
river it wasted away considerably 
in the sands. To remedy evils, 
the Duarte Canal and Irrigating 
Company have already gone to consider- 
able expense and labor and will do 
more between now and the rainy season. 
On the other side of the river, they have 
made a half mile of rock and cement 
ditch. At the main bed of the river 
ley are now laying an iron pipe, 22 
inches in diameter, and 200 feet long, 
burying it six-feet under ground. On 
this side of the river, a ditch five feet 
wide at the top and three feet deep has 
been excavated for a half. mile, and is 
being paved with rock and is to receive 
a coating of. cement. last half 
mile of work brings the ditch to Fish 
caDon. Across the Fish caiion wash, 
which is about a half mile wide, a brick 
pipe will be constructed, there being no 
water pressure. The mile and a half 
work, which will cost several thousand 
dollars, will finish the ditch down to 
Mr. Bowman's, the first ‘settled place, 
from whence ‘there is not much sand 
and the soil is less . Thus

The development of Los Angeles is 
such as to justify a countryman calling 
attention to its approaches, which are 
such as nature made them, man having 
thus far done nething towards their im- 
ent. This-is doubtless owing in 
a great measure tothe fact that the 
great common carriers of the State have 
laid down quite a number of lines of 
railroad in the county, and that vast

She, therefore, cannot plead in- 
ability. To the average tax-payer, living 
in Los Angeles, it would perhaps be a 
source of some satisfaction to see some- 
thing done in that direction, and, speak- 
ing for myself, the county people, who 
can’t goto town by rail, would be ex- 
well to see it.
